fter they had robbed and severely beaten Harry Behrend, a jeweler, at 1323 Steiner street. 
When they committed the robbery and tried to kill Behrend they 


were armed with revolvers and an iron bar, which was wrapped up in a piece of newspaper. 
With them was a third 


robbej, who succeeded in escaping, 
Dabnet was caught and held by Behrend during the combat in the latter's 


store. 
Afterwards he made a complete confession to Chief Dinan and Captain Duke, giving the names and addresses of 


his pals and telling of other operations. The police say they have the genuine gaspipe thugs now without any doubt. 
They expect that the robber who escaped wilt be caught soon. 
Simpson, the ex-convict, has served five years at San 


Quentin for the holdup of a Powell-street car, a crime that was committed seven years ago. 
He and his associates were 


living in apparent respectability at 1786 Union street and enjoying automobile trips and making a lavish display of 
money. 
Simpson was paying attention to Miss Hulda Von Hoffman, whose home is on Union street, and he was in 


her company when he was captured tonight as the result of Dabnet's confession. The police are on trail of third thug.

There was a terrific struggle with 


the robbers, but Mr. Berhend, although 


badly beaten in the encounter, and by 


one who succeeded in getting away, 


held bravely to the men who brand- 


ished the iron bars and let go of them 


only tvhen the police had handcuffs on 


the desperadoes' wrists. 


NEARLY LYNCHED THEM. 


When arrested, the prisoners and the 


police who had them in custody were 


within a few minutes surrounded by an 


angry, shouting mob of about 200 per- 


sons, and the threats of lynching the 
thugs became so menacing that the po- 


licemen drew their rei olvers and de- 


clared they would shoot anybody who 


dared approach. 


The prisoners would give no account 


of themselves, but in the possession of 


one was found a gold-handled nea- 


knife Tilth the name "L. V. Dabnet," 


engraved upon it; and on his watch 


and his locket were the initials "L. V. 


D." 


SENT FROM OAKLAND. 


A telegram sent from Oakland on 


October 24 and delivered at Sacra- 


mento, supposedly to the thug, was In 


one of his pockets. 
It reads as fol- 


lows: 


"John Kane, Sacramento—Will meet 


you in room 38, Golden Eagle Hotel, at 


9 30 tonight. JACK." 


Captain Duke was inclined to be- 


lieve last night that this prisoner's 


real name was L. V. Dabnet and that 


the name John Kane was an alias useJ 


while In Sacramento. He thought, too, 


that he would soon be able to locate 


"Jack," the man by whom the telegram 
was sent. 


RESEMBLES RALPH SCANLAN.

One of the thugs captured yester- 


day Is what the police call a "dead 


ringer" for Ralph Scanlln, the youns 


fellow who was arrested some time 


ago on suspicion of complicity In the 


Friede and Pfltzner gaspipe murders. 


Everybody that has seen the two de- 
clares the resemblance to be exceed- 


ingly close. This- will tend not only to 


clear Scanlln, against whom there has 


been no satisfactory showing of evi- 


dence made at any time, but It will al- 


so count heavily against the assailant 


of Berhend as showing that it was this 


thug who was seen by the witnesses 


who thought that they saw Scanlin in 


the vicinity of the places where the 


murders were committed. 


MAKES GOOD CAPTURE. 


Harry A. Behrend, who carne near 


being added to the gaspipe men's list 


of dead victims, has a small Jewelry 


store at 1323 Steiner street, and with 


his wife and three children he lives in 


the flat Just above the store. He is a 
man 40 years of age, weighing about 


100 pounds, and It was only due to un- 
usual athletic ability yesterday that 


he succeeded In capturing his murder- 


ous assailants and fighting away the 


third. 
Before the fire he worked, for 


his brother, David Behrend, In the 
latter's jewelry store at 1165 Market 
street. 


TEMPTING TO THIEF. 


His new store on Steiner street is so 


little that It permits of a showcase 


about six feet long, running length- 


wise. 
Behind the showcase there is 


merely room for the merchant to walk 


back and fourth, and there.Is also a 


narrow passageway about each end of 
the counter. At the farther end of the 


store, and Just within the counter line, 
stands a good-sized safe that seems 
oat of proportion to the size of the 


store. 
Ordinarily the safe stood open, 


and yesterday it had a rather tempting 


array of goods and a bag of coin in 


view. 


THUGS ENTER STORE. 


Mr. Behrend was standing behind 


the counter yesterday afternoon when 
at 4:30 o'clock a well-dressed stranger 


entered, followed closely by another. 


The descriptions given of them by Mr. 


Behrend are important, as with them 


the police expect to effect captures. 
They are as follows: 


Robber No. 1—About five feet eight 


or nine Inches tall; with black mus- 


tache; wore a dark overcoat with black 


velvet collar, a dark hat and brown 


gloves. 
He had the general appear- 


ance of a well-to-do man. 


Robber No. 2—About the same size 


a* the one first described, though per- 
haps a little more slim; without beard 


or moustache; wore a coat of gray 


mixed 
goods; 
no overcoat; turned 


down collar and four-in-hand tie; blue 
shirt with dots of a darker blue. 


THUGS ENTER STORE. 


One thug entered the store Just a lit- 


tle In advance of the other. He asked 
to see some watch chains, Baying that 


he wanted one exactly like a chain 
that his companion wore. 
Mr. Ber- 


hend looked fit the chain mentioned,1 


though it is believed that he dlfl not 


take pains to examine It closely. Last 


night Captain Duke and the detectives 


questioned him only as closely as was 


necessary In obtaining a general de- 


scription of the escaped thug, as the 


jeweler had been beaten very badly 


over the head and It was deemed un- 
wise to further i>xclte or trouble him. 


In the event of the capture of the des- 


perado he will probably be able 
to 


Identify the chain. 


PREPARED TO MURDER. 


After looking at the goods which 


Mr. 
Behrend 
displayed, 
the two 


strangers seemed undecided and fin- 


ally the one who first spoke announc- 


ed that he would not make any pur- 
chase. The two walked out 


Five or ten rr,inutes later they re- 


turned, going irto the store accom- 
panied by a third man. The man who 
had begun the negotiations stated that 


he would buy the chain at which h* 
had been looking and he pulled out of 
his pocket a $5 gold piece which ho 


offered In payment.

John Ellsworth on the Superior Court bench in this county is in 
itself a sufficient guarantee. 


The record of each is without a blemish. These facts, there- 


fore, impress upon the voters, in the strongest manner conceivable, 
the duty of retaining them in office. This duty must be performed 
next Tuesday. 


The preservation of the purity of the fountain head of justice 


was never more essential in the history of Alameda county than it 
is at the present time, for, within the past year, it has received a 
large acquisition to its population and important additions to its 
material interests.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 3 —Under a. new 


law, a fine of ten cents was imposed 
by Judge Harlan upon Frederick Moore 
for manslaughter. Moore was presented 
by the grand jury charged with causing 
the death pf Charles Jubb

an altercation at the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad station.

Nash had been employed at Uarshalsen 
for five >ears and four months before hi* 
death In Claremont His aalary at Mar- 
shftlsea was $25 a month 00 that in five 
veara he was paid $1500

he had saved $1055 and hid sent J100 to 
his familv in England. His uniform and 
other clothes have co»t blm ISO a vear, 
EO that for his persona! vi«es in that 
period Nash allowed MmscU an average 
of less than 6 cent* a, dur.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.-Beaction has already 


set in. Good men are growing tired of the clamor and con- 
fusion, the ceaseless interchange of charges and epithets and 
the cloud of suspicion cast upon everybody, and they are be- 
ginning to doubt if any satisfactory result is to come of the 
graft crusade. 


They are beginning to think the agitation is doing too 


much injury to the city. They are weary of the court wrangles 
and the hysteria of the press. 


At the beginning the investigation was pitched to the tone 


of a shriek. It was a note that could not be kept to key unless 
some tangible evidence was produced to substantiate the 
charges. 


No tangible evidence has been produced. There is noth- 


ing threshing over old straw. 


The attacks on Schmitz have inflamed the labor unions. 


The organs of the Citizens Alliance added fuel to the flame 
by charging up the alleged stealing to union labor. 


People are quieting clown and demanding proof 
of the 


charges. Many doubt the existence of proofs. Not a few sus- 
pect that they have been set to bawling stop thief to pull some 
bod\ 's political chestnuts out of the fire. 


The attitude of P. II. McCarthy as the head and front of 


the Building Trades Council in advocating the cause of the 
grafters is one of the hardest blows dealt the cause of Labor 
since the workingman has been a definite power in this city. 
There can be no question about the ability of McCarthy as an 
organizer. His influence wth the tradesmen concerned in the 
building business has been very great. He has done much to 
better the condition of his fellow workmen; but his going over 
to Ruef has undone the good of his efforts. 
He has given the 


Citizens Alliance people an opportunity to point to his act as 
proof of some of their contentions. Helms given the people 
who have accused him of an itching palm an opportunity to 
say "I TOLD YOU SO." 


That he has humiliated thousands of union men who do not 


care to mix in politics is evidenced by the resolutions passed 
by the Plumbers and the Bricklayers. The latter organization, 
which is one of the strongest bodies of skilled workmen in the 
state, wants the Building Trades Council to remove McCarthy 
and his man Tveitmoe from positions of trust on the grounds 
that they are not fit persons to have at the head of a great move- 
ment.

McCarthy came into prominence when he was the house 


carpenter for the California Hotel. In those days he was a great 
admirer of James D. Phelan and through him received the ap- 
pointment as Civil Service Commissioner. His salary as a 
carpenter was $80 a month and as a Civil Service Commissioner 
about *100 a month. He managed to save considerable money 
out of this total and I am told bought property. 


When the v>ave of unpopularity struck Phelan, McCarthy 


was one of the first to desert him. During the Henry Crocker

campaign McCarthy came out openly for the popular printer,

and unquestionably did a lot for him. It was claimed that the

If Ruef falls 
he will not drop half as hard as McCarthy. Ruef has plenty of 
money and lots of brains. It would be possible for him to regain 
at least a part of his lost prestage but when McCarthy falls he 
will fall like Lucifer never to rise again.

Politicians will watch the returns from Santa Clara county 


with not a little interest. Although ''Red" Hays is again a 
candidate for Congress neither of the Haves' papers, the Mer- 
cury and Herald of San Jose, has said a word editorially in 
behalf of Gillett and the other nominees on the Republican 
State Ticket. The Haves' local organization doing practically 
nothing to promote Gillett's election. 


The politicians are wondering if "Black" Hayes 
had 


one of his dreamland tips not to stand in with the Republican 
State Ticket. He gets all sorts of queer hunches from the in- 
habitants of the unseen world, and he may be acting on one of 
them in lying down in the Republican campaign. 


There are some who suspect that Hayes is sore because he 


did not get the nomination. Others believe the Haves' organs 
are standing for Gillett or against Bell for fear of offending the 
Union Labor men, who are very strong in the Fifth Congres- 
sional District. "Red" Hayes has offended the fruit growers 
by advocating the exclusion of Japanese laborers 
from^the 


county, and must look to Union Labor for the votes to relieve 


him. 


Still others, however, are of the opinion that the Hayes 


brothers are acting on the advice of Abe Ruef in giving Gillett 
the support of a deadly silence. Ruef would not grieve if Gil- 
lett were defeated. Of this Gillett's managers arc well aware. 
Besides, the Hayes brothers want to see Johnny F. Mackenzie 
thrown off the Board of Harbor Commissioners. Ruef does, 


too, 
for he wants Mackenzie's place for a man of his choosing, 


However, Mackenzie will make a hard fight for reappointment 
in case Gillett is re-elected. Whether he succeeds or not, the 
tenor of Gillett's speeches is not encouraging to Ruef's hope 
that he will be given a Harbor Commissioner. 


Possibly that may account for the Hayses carrying the 


Republican'County Ticket at the head of the editorial columns, 
but not the State Ticket, and for the lack of support their pa- 
pers are giving the State nominees. 


It is rather suggestive, also, that nearly half the Hayes' 


Republican Ticket in Santa Clara is made up of Democrats. 
The nominees for five of the best offices in the county are rock- 
ribbed in the Democracy. Yet the nominal Republican major- 
ity in Santa Clara county is not far from 1,500. The Repub- 
lican managers are not counting on the usual majority this 
year, although Hayes says it will be cast. They are taking no 
chances on the Haves' figures because the Haves' papers have 
editorially discussed pretty much everything save the State 
campaign in California. 


Johnny Mackenzie made his fight against the Hayes outfit 


in the Republican primaries mainly to hold his job on the Har- 
bor Board. He knew he was booked for the down and out club 
if Parclee got another nomination, and if the Hayses got the 
Santa Clara delegation solid Mackenzie's name would be Dennis

Anyhow Johnny was given to understand by the organi- 


zation chiefs that he could count on succeeding himself if he 
could succeed in grasping the political control in Santa Clara. 
So he got behind Judge Lorigan, to whom the Hayses are not 
over friendly, and put up a desperate fight. 


His ticket was called a Lorigan ticket, but it was in reality
